Freight Piles Up at Leaf 
River; 141 Workers Flee 


LEAF RIVER —(Special)—Members of a Milwaukee Railroad work crew es- 
caped possible death or serious injury Sunday evening when 15 freight cars piled 
up on the right-of-way about 1,200 feet west of the Leaf River station. One 
hundred forty-one men were along the tracks about 5 p. m. when the 140- car 
eastbound train neared them. The workers fled when they saw a cloud of dust 
being caused by a dragging axle. Seconds later 15 cars were piled into a mass 
of wreckage where the workers had been. Two men entering a dining car were 
struck by flying debris, but reportedly not seriously injured. The diesel engine 
and about 50 cars passed the scene safely. 
About 75 cars behind the wrecked 


cars remained on the track. The cars were loaded with corn, copper and general 
merchandise, according to railorad officials. A broken journal was believed to be 
the cause of the accident. The train crew escaped injury. 
At noon today, the 


line was reported blocked. Below are photographs from the wreck scene snap-

French Did Not Sacrifice 
EDC for Peace, Is Belief 


WASHINGTON <?>—U. S. officials 


apparently 
are 


French Premier 


convinced 
that 


Pierre Mendes- 


France did not buy peace in Indo- 
china through secret deals with the 
Communists to kill off the Euro- 
pean Defense Community or to 
recognize Red China. 


Secretary of State Dulles is re- 


ported to be hopeful 
that the 


French Premier will bring the con- 
troversial EDC project—providing 
for German rearmament — up for 
an Assembly vote in three or four 
•weeks. Dulles also is said to be- 
lieve Mendes-France will make a 
determined effort to get it through 
in some workable form. 


Await Performance 


As for Red China, French offi- 


cials have told American leaders 


any recognition commitments or 
even discuss the subject with Chi- 
nese Foreign Minister Chou En-lai 
in Geneva. The French attitude on 
recognition was authoritatively de- 
scribed as waiting to see how the 
Red Chinese carry out the Indo- 
china armistice. 


It seems clear that France prob- 


ably will recognize Red China 
eventually if the Chinese live up 
to their commitments with good 
faith. In that event, this will help 
produce a showdown on Red Chi- 
nese membership in the United 
Nations. The United States backs 
the Nationalist regime of Chiang 
Kai-shek. 


Propose Conference 


Rrssia strurk what the Kremlin 


that Mendes-Franc* did not make, considers to be a death blow at 


EDC Saturday in a follow-up to the 
Geneva conference. It was in part 
an attempt to trade on any good 
will won by the Indorhma peace 
agreement in order to advance 
Red objectives in Europe. 


Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 


Molotov handed notes to American, 
British and Franch diplomats in 
Moscow proposing a great interna- 
tional conference to create a Eu- 
ropean security system. The con- 
ference should be held in the next 
few months, th<> note said, with 
the 
United 
State* participating 


and Red China sending observers. 


At the Berlin conference last 


January Molotov first broached 
such a plan. He talked then about 
a 32-nation, all-European system 
embracing Communist and non- 
Communist countries alike. He 
frankly acknowledged that its pur-

Yanks on Rescue 
Mission; Congress 
Angry Over News 
WASHINGTON^) — Two 


U. S. carrier planes shot 
down 
two 
Reds 
Chinese 


fighters which jumped them 
as they were searching over 
the weekend for survivors of 
the British airliner downed 
by the Communists Friday. 


The State department announced 


the incident today with a denuncia- 
tion of "Chinese Communist brutal- 
ity" in attempting: to interfere with 
a humanitarian rescue. 


In a quick follow-up, Adm. Felix 


Stump, commander-in-chief of the 
Pacific Fleet, told a news confer- 
ence U.S. fliers are under instruc- 
tions to be "quick on the trigger" 
if a hostile pass is made at them. 


State* Policy 


Stump said the policy is this: 


' "If any U.S. plane is attacked or 
approached with obvious hostile in- 
tent, it will fire back. In other 
words, you don't have to wait and 
get your head blown off to shoot 
back." 


In Congress, there were prompt 


expressions of support for the ac- 
tion of the U. S. airmen. 


House Speaker Martin (R-Mass) 


said: "If the Chinese Reds attack 
rescue ships on the high seas, 
there was no other alternative for 
the U.S. planes but to shoot back. 
We must let them know that we 
are ready to protect all of our 
lights." 


The "incident was announced to 


the Senate by Sen. Knowland of 
California, the Republican floor 
leader, and Sen. H. Alexander 
Smith (R-NJ), a Foreign Relations 
Committee member. 


It brought swift expressions of 


anger against the Reds and biparti- 
san appeals for unity . 


Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson of Tex- 


as, the Senate Democratic leader, 
said: "Regardless of the details, 
the fact still remains that the Chi- 
nese Communists are shooting at 
our men. There can be no partisan- 
ship or divided loyalties on such an 
issue." 


"Warlike Attack" 


Sen. Neely (D-WVa) said the 


news "should have a sobering, a 
reuniting effect on every American 
worthy of the name ... It means 
that Communist China has made 
another warlike attack on the Unit- 
ed States." 


Adm. 
Stump identified the car- 


riers which were sent to Uie res- 
cue area* as the Philippine Sea 
and the Hornet, and described 
them a« part of a task force en- 
gaged in "fair weather training" 
ui the Pacific. 


He would not give details as to 


the types of Chinese and American 
planes which took part in the in- 
cident. 


Reporters were advised they 


could expect a more detailed state- 
ment later from Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson. 


U. S. Tradition 


Stump said that orders to fight 


back if attacked have been tradi- 
tional throughout U. S. history "in 
peace or war." 


The admiral said the American 


planes were "well without the ter- 
ritorial limits" of Red China when 
the attack took place. There was 
some discussion over w h e t h e r 
these limits were three or 12 miles 
off shore. 


Stump 
commented that 
"the 


three-mile limit is very well recog- 
nized although some claim differ- 
ent territorial limits." 


However, he did not say just 


how far off shore the U.S. planes 
were flying at the time of the at- 
tack.

Ike Calls Conference of 
His Top Military Advisers 


WASHINGTON (ft— A White House gathering of military advisers 


in advance of a visit from Syngman Rhee today heralded a series of 
conferences expected to have important bearings on U. S. policy in the 
Communist-troubled Far East. 


Rhee, President of South Korea, 


was due in Washington late today. 
He begins talks with President 
Eisenhower and other U.S. officials 
Tuesday. 


Several hours ahead of Rhee's 


arrival. Eisenhower summoned to 
a luncheon meeting Secretary of 
Defense Wilson and Adm. Arthur 
Radford. chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. Also invited was 
retired Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
recently returned from a survey 
of military assistance needs in the 
Far East. 


The meeting followed closely an- 


nouncement of tentative plans for 
a conference in Augunt or Septem- 
ber of Western and Asian nations 
on formation of a Southeast Asia 
defensive alliance. 


From the views of the three ad- 


visers the Prsident can assemble 
the individual strategic and supply 
requirement problems of Japan, 
Korea, Formosa and the Philip- 
pines and start patterning them to 
those foreseen for the nations on 
the southeastern flank of Asia if a 
defensive alliance should be ob- 
tained. 


Rhee is likely to ask, according 


to Seoul dispatches, for military 
equipment and transport to equip 
at least 10 and perhaps 20 more 
divisions than the 20 South Korea 
already has. He also is expected 
to seek a boost in the rate of U. S. 
economic aid, now running at 200 
million dollars a year. 


Eisenhower in turn is reported 


planning to ask the fiery nationalist 
to forget, at least for the time 
being, his dream of Korean unifica- 
tion, and also to soften his attitude 
toward his old enemy Japan. 


Stump, whose headquarters are 


at Pearl Harbor, disclosed there 
are four U.S. carriers m the South- 
east Asia area. In addition to the 
Philippine Sea and Hornet he 
named the Boxer and the Tarawa, 
soon to be replaced by th« York- 
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-Weathei-

GOP Leader Knowland (Calif) to 
invoke cloture—restricting all fu- 
ture debate to one hour for each 
senator—received the support of 44 
senators while 42 opposed. It would 
have required a two-thirds vote of 
the full Senate, or 64 "ayes," to 
put the motion over. 


In advance of the vote, Know- 


land told the Senate he had "no 
illusions" about a chance to win. 
and warned of "even more dra»- 
tic" steps possible if he doesn't. 


"If there was ever a time when 


cloture was in order," he said, "to 
my judgment this is the time." 


He gave no hint as to what the«* 


"drastic" »tep§ might be. 


Confer* With Ike 


Before the Senate met. Know- 


land had conferred at the Whit* 
House -with President Eisenhower 
and told reporters afterward that 
"there will be no surrender" in th« 
efforts to pass the administration 
bill. 


He said the President and Re- 


publican congressional l e a d e r * 
agreed also that the delays in th» 
Senate should not be permitted to 
block the administration's legisla- 
tive program "even if it require* 
that Congress continue in session 
several additional weeks.'*

Sen. Lyndon Johnson of Texas, the 
Democratic leader, in the brief de- 
bate before the vote on oloture that 
something in the way of a shorten- 
ing of the debate might be worked 
out.

"The dangers of communism 


could be readily understood if prop- 
erly taught, and it would be of 
great value to the youth of our 
country if they could be adequately 
shown the differences between the 
theory and practices of commii- 
nism and the theory- and practices 
of the government of the United 
States under our Constitution."

Ticklish Question 


Some argued that this country's 


entire postwar world trade policy 
was involved in the decision on 
this ticklish question. 


Because the hard-fought battle 


over raising watch tariffs was re- 
garded-as "crucial," the entire im 
porting and exporting fraternity 
keenly awaited, the President's de- 
cision. 


Holding that the postwar nse in 


imports of Swiss watches 
and 


watch movements into this country 
was injuring the American watch 
companies and threatening to cut 
down the number of skilled techni- 
cians deemed necessary for nation- 
al defense, the U.S. Tariff Commis- 
sion recommended that President 
Eisenhower raise the tariff on im- 
ported watches by about-.50 per 
cent.

2. The Swiss argued that watches 


and watch movements are their 
chief export items to this country, 
and with money from them the 
country pays for the farm products 
and the manufactured goods bought 
tiere. If it sells us less watches, 
Switzeralnd argues, it must buy 
less grain, textiles, cars, tractors, 
metals and machinery from the 
United States.

clothes to girls going to foster 
home. She said it gave them dig- 
nity. 


Miss Bartelms died Sunday at 


the home of her niece, Miss Ade- 
laide Bartelme. in Carmel where 
she had lived since retiring in 1943. 
She was 88. 


Miss Bartelme first was elected 


judge in 1923 in her native Chi- 
cago and confined her activity to 
the bailiwick she knew and loved 
best—the juvenile court. 


In 1897 she began her career 


of helping delinquents. As assist- 
ant to the juvenile judge she was 
to replace it was her job to send 
unfortunate girls to foster homes. 


Miss Bartelme's work didn't end 


when the court closed for the day. 
In 1914 she gave her home to house 
14 dependent girls. She later bought 
two other houses, fixed them up 
and made them foster homes. 


Some 1,500 girls have lived in 


Suitcase Mary's homes since then. 


Private funeral services will be 


held Tuesday in Monterey, Calif. 
Besides her niece, a sister, Mrs. 
David Tilt of Fontana, Calif., and- 
other niece, Mrs. Fred I. Ray- 
mond of Glencoe, 111. and a ne- 
phew, Edwin A. Tilt of St. Louis, 
survive.

The Doctor Says; 


Symptoms of Ulcer Vary 
According to Location 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Numerous correspondents have 


requested information on one ot to- 
day's most common medical prob- 
lems: Ulcer of the stomach or pep- 
tic ulcer. 


This information desired covers 


a wide range, such as what an 
ulcer is. what are the different 
kinds, what forms of treatment are 
used and even whether the condi- 
tion is serious.

FIRST. I SHOULD like to say 


that there are two principal kinds 
of peptic ulcer, both often common- 
ly called ulcer of the stomach. In 
one the ulcer is located in the 
stomach itself (gastric utcer'. and 
in the other just below the outlet of 
the stomach in the first porticn of 
the intestines (duodenal ulcers. 


The symptoms of these two kinds 


of ulcers "may be quite similar or 
there may b« differences. Also, it 
is not safe to assume that the 
same symptoms in two different 
patients mean an ulcer in the same 
location, because the symptoms 
often vary from person to pel-son

THE PAIN or distress of an u!<:ei 


in the stomach itself usually comes 
on soon after meals and is assnri 
aled with some tenderness just be 
low the breastbone. It may disap 
pear for days at a time. Other 
digestive disturbances or sensa- 
tion? are common. 


Vomiting several hours after eat- 


ng is one. The pain when present 
nay be burning or gnawing in na- 
ure Hiid may come and go for 
everal hours. Bleeding is also fre- 
litont and often makes the bowel 
vaste look like tar. 


The symptoms of an ulcer in the 


duodenum are often similar and 
he physician cannot tell from the 
symptoms alone where the ulcer is 
ocated. In duodenal ulcer, how- 
ever, the discomfort or pain i? 
more likely to come two or three 
hours after a meal rather than 
rnmcdiately; after eating.

VOMITING IS NOT as common 


as 
in an ulcer located in the 


stomach itself. The exact diagnosis 
of the location of the Ulcer de- 
pends on the results of careful 
history taking, X-rnys. examina- 
tion of the stomach contents, and 
sometimes looking into the stom- 
ach with an instrument called a 
gastroscope or photographing the 
lining. 


If the ulcer eats through the 


\vall of the stomach, the contents 
will be spilled into the abdominal 
cavity, and this is a dangerous 
complication. Bleeding: is the other 
main complication.

"In a year where 
one team makes a runaway of the 
race, more or less killing off fan 
interest, an interleague schedule 
would help keep baseball interest 
alive. 


Never See Them 


"Pans in Cleveland read about 


the Musials, Kiners. Robinsons and 
other stars in the National League, 
but never get to see them. An in- 
terleague "schedule would bring 
them all into Cleveland. I see 
nothing 
whatsoever 
detrimental 


about it." 


Each club in one league would 


play each club in the other league 
four times—two games at home 
and two away. Greenberg said it 
has worked out fine in the National 
Football League between the East- 
ern and Western Conference teams. 


The winter baseball problem also 


faced the owners. With the players, 
it's a matter of dollars and cents. 
They want to negotiate directly 
with the clubs in the Caribbean 
leagues, and, further, demand per- 
mission for an unlimited number 
of players to perform in the loops 


Draft Proposals 


Under present rules, the Carib 


bean owners deal with the clubs 
not the players, who figure they 
could drive a better bargain them- 
selves.

Thailand 
Next, Says 
Korea Boss 


MCCHORD AIR FORCE BASE, 


Wash. W — President Syngman 
Rhee of South Korea predicted Sun- 
day night that Thailand "will be 
the next victim'' of Communist 
agression. 


The Korean President, stopping 


at this western Washington air 
base en route to an official visit 


with President Eisenhower, de- 
scribed as "an unfortunate thing" 
the manner in which the Indochina 
action was settled. 


"It is unfortunate that we have 


let Indochina go," he told report- 
ers. "What more are we going to 
lose?" 


The Korean President landed aft- 


er a 22-hour flight from Seoul. He 
was accompanied by Mrs. Rhee 
and a party of 12. 


When asked the purpose of his 


trip to Washington, the 79-year-old 
President said: 


"I would rather keep silent until 


I have talked with President Eisen- 
hower. I'm quite sure we have 
things to talk over." 


SAO PAULO, Brazil (£>—A try at 


making cigarettes safe from any 
threat of heart disease and cancer 
was proposed today by Dr. E. Cuy- 
ler Hammond of Yale University. 


The answer, he said in a paper 


for the sixth International Cancer 
Congress here, could be to develop 
new types of strains of cigarette 
tobacco free of the agent or,agents 
which some scientists suspect may 
be causing or contributing to heart 
trouble and cancer. 


Two-Year Project 


This might be accomplished in 


two years, but it .might take as 
many as seven, the specialist said. 


Hammond is a biometrician at 


Yale and also director of statistical 
research for the American Cancer 
Society. He and Dr. Daniel Horn 
reported last month that men aged 
50 to 70 who smoke a pack of 
cigarettes daily are about twice 
as likely to die of heart trouble or 
cancer of all types as nonsmokers. 


Smoking a pipe or cigars seems 


not to carry much if any risks, said 
Hammond, a pipe smoker himself. 
The danger from cigarettes, he 
went on, could be in the special 
types of tobacco which have been 
developed for cigarettes. 


These tobaccos, he speculated, 


could contain one or more chem- 
icals which adversely affect the 
heart, blood vessels, lungs or other 
tissues of some people. 


Make It Safe 


From the viewpoint of the pub- 


lic, "the happiest solution is to 
make smoking safe," Hammond 
declared. 


Development of * "harmless 


strain of tobacco plant" would be 
more practical, he asserted, "than 
to use a highly toxic strain and 
then attempt to remove the harm- 
ful ingredients from the tobacco 
by chemical means or from the 
smoke by a filter or condenser." 


He said the chemical composi-

Explanation of Amendment 


This amendment would direct the 
General Assembly to redistrict the 
State for the purpose of electing 
one Senator from each of 58 sen- 
atorial districts and three Repre- 
sentatives from each of 59 repre 
sentative districts. 


As concerns the Senate, area 


v\-ou!d be the "prime considera- 
tion" in the formation of the 58 
districts. Downstate would be en- 
titled to 34 districts and Cook coun- 
ty to 24 districts. 18 of them in 
Chicago and six in the county out- 
side Chicago. 


As concerns the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the 59 districts would 
be based upon equal population as 
nearly as practical, except that in 
the redistricting prior to the 1960 
census, downstate would be entitled 
to 29 districts- and Cook county to 
30 districts, 23 of them in Chicago 
and seven in the county outside 
Chicago. The three Representa- 
tives from each district would be 
elected by cumulative voting, as 
at present. 


Should the General Assembly fail 
to redistrict as directed, this duty 
xvould fall on a commission ap- 
pointed bv the Governor. The State 
central committees 
of the two 
rna.ior parties would each submit 
a list of 10 nominees to the Gover- 
nor, who would appoint five from 
each list, making a 10 member 
commission. 
Should the commis- 
sion fail to redistrict. 
Senators 
coming up at the next election and 
all Representatives would be elec- 
ted from the State at large. If the 
resulting General Assembly still 
fail to redistrict. a new commis- 
sion would be appointed, as before, 
and should this second commission 
fail to redistrict. legislators would 
again be elected at large—and so 
forth until a valid redistricting is 
secured.

The 50 billion wouldn't all come 


out of the V. S. Treasury. Or.Jy 
about half of it would. The state 
would have to put up the rest, but 
the proposal was only a gleam 
n Eisenhower's eye. 
It was a suggestion he tossed 


:o the governors at their recent 
annual meeting in New York State 
to get thinking started on this 
country'* road needs. He was 
guessing at what such a program 
would cost. 


Prepare Estimate 


Sometime next year he may be 


able to offer Congress a specific 
program after the government's 
Bureau of Public Roads finishes 
an estimate, perhaps by February, 
on what it would cost to build 
needed new roads and improve 
existing ones. 


The government helps states now 


under what is called a federal aid 
system, begun in 1916. The money 
given by the government must be 
matched by the states, generally on 
a 50-30 basis. 


Any money used under this aid 


system, federal and state, must 
go only into construction of new 
roads and improvement of old 
ones. Then the state* -must main- 
tain them. The federal government 
has to give its approval when any 
of its money is used. 


Any additional road building or 


repairing — that it, on roads out- 
side the aid system — must come 
out of the pockets of the states, 
counties, cities and towns. 


$575 Million Grant 


This year the government' is 


giving the state* S75 million dol- 
lars. For each of the next two 
years it will give 875 millions. 


The Bureau of Public Roads es- 


timates the federal government 
the states, the counties and loca 
communities will spend altogether 
around 6% billion dollars a year 
That'* for construction, mainten 
ance, administration and retire 
ment of debt. 


Of that 8Vi billion. $3,730,000,OOC 


will be spent on construction alon 
—new roads, improving existing 
ones—by the federal government 
states, counties and local commu 
nities. That would be, If cost 
didn't go higher than they are now 
$37,300,000,000, over the next 1 
years. 


Added Spending 


What Eisenhower suggests 1
